The long giillcrie.s were packed with

ably tihe greatest demonstration occurred 
when he said that we would establish 
law and order in the Philippines. The 
last thing to be considered was to j;ive 
tip the islands.

Cowles, who repaired to the scene, where 
a jury was empaneled, comprising of C. 
H Thompson; James Hurd; Charles Mil- 
ler; H. Vyvyan; C. W7. Dunkik; and 
James Button. 
After listening to the 


evidence, the following verdict wan ren- 
dered: "We, the jury, find that Joseph 
Hornor, Jr., came to his death by his own 
hand, with a revolver, while temporarily 
insane." 


The evidence of his sister Irene was 


taken, and showed that Joseph had not 
been well for several weeks and appeared 
melancholy at all times, although no 
trouble had bccu experienced by him in 
their family relations.

LONDON, June 18.—Shanghai reports

A Che Foo 
special says seventeen forts .opened lire 
upon the warships.

Tne news of this engagement is stated

Hundreds of tho 


•animals, ns well as the Gorman and 
other species of rabbits are being bred 
both by men and others who make a 
business of it. 


Edward Schowalter, of Racine, is prob- 


ably at the head of the business here 
and has over one hundred fine breed 
Belgium hares. The Klaproth Bros., on 
Main street, have several fine litters of 
German hares and the recent poultry 
show nt Turner hall was proof that half 
a hundred other persons are raising the 
animals. 


At one time, most children, especially 


in tho country, kept rabbits for pets. 
Their long ears and the fact that they 
can. be earned by them without enter- 
ing protest, is tho chief facinution, for 
nobody ever accused a rabbit of having 
intellectual yearnings. 


Nowadays it is different. Tho fad has 


'struck hundreds and everybody is after 
the best breed of Belgium hares, but feu 
can distinguish the difference between 
tho Belgium and German breed?.

where introduced they arc looked upot 
as a delicacy, and are said to find a 
ready market. 


As high as $400 and $:")00 has been 


paid forV single rabbit or Belgium hare 
This sounds rather big, but it is a fact 
Tho sudden demand for fancy stock i 
tho cause of it. In some states tho rais- 
'inj of these., hares has become a craze 
Dealers say it started in California, then 
it came to; Chicago, Racine, Milwaukee 
and all other cities. At present they ar 
bred as fancy stock, but in Kugland tliej 
are used for food. 


Fanciers of the hare say that immens 


possibilities are open for breeding th 
animal. A doe can have six litters o 
young each year, each litter nveragin 
seven little ones. It is estimated that 
pair of Belgium hares can within iii 
vcara increase to the mur.ber of moi 
.than 4,000,000, assuming they all live. 


The origin of the Belgium hare, is a 


•subject of many discussions and eonllict- 
5:,<* opinions. 'Fanciers, 
however, 
lay 


vvi«-ht on the fact that the hares come 
' r.ot~froiu Belgium at all, but from Eng- 
land. 
It i-s generally conceded that a. 


lew keen students of nature produced the 
present type'of the animal from crossing 
'•the Belgium red rabbit mid the English 
'wild hare. The thoroughbred Belgium 
liare grows to a weight of eight pounds 
or more. 
The foundation of the color 


of its fur is a reddish tan or "Kufns 
red," which shows clearest on the shoul- 
ders or top of the neck. This takes a 
darh"r him over the sides and haunches. 
Fach hair, or portions of the animal, is 
tipped with black "ticking." The head 
is thin and graceful and is carried well 
up 
The forehead is Hat and the eyes 


are prominent. 
They are usually of a 


hazel bue, full of intelligence and anima- 
tion. 
The cars are about live inches 


Ion", leaning slightly backward, close 
-together and firmly carried. A drooping 
car is an indication of weakness or dc- 
ceneration. 


In many cities of the United States 


clubs have been organized nnd in.a short 
tin,,, tt meeting of breeders in Racine will 


be t-lled and a club organized. One of 
the dealers said to a reporter yesterday 
that is was surprising to note the num- 
ber of persons v.ho owned from one to 
twenty-five hares or rabbits 
of some 


character and that they were taking the 
place of other pets for children. 


Sonic of the hares here are valued at 


from $25 to $100. The question of food 
is an easy one, as the animals will eat 
almost anything except r.wat, and will 
thrive on anything that sheep will eat 
Few diseases and no vermin trouble these 
hares, but cleanliness is very essential 
Enthusiasts say it is doubtful if a- time 
will ever be reached when there will b 
an over production that will reduce th 
price of the Belgium hare's meat below 
the standard price.

drove the outposts back to the church 
yard, which is surrounded by a, stone 
wall, as they all are over'here, and at- 


i:l the troops in the church and 


burned down Uie town. lit wu.»an a,wful 
night for those fellows of the 47th. Ihey 
Imd one man killed and several wound- 
ed by bolos. However, when the 
firo 


broke out and lit up the place they got 
in their work with their rifles and IpUIed 
over a 'hundred bolo men. While in Lc- 
gaspie 1 stopped with the ofliccrs of tliat, 
company and both were still sore from 
bolo wounds on their arm*. 


Well, after leaving here with tho four 


companies, and 1 forgot to say that we 
had a detachment of cavalry or rather 
mounted infantry (sixteen big horses, the 
rest .ponies), belonging.to the 37th Inf., 
and'a section of two guns of the Astor v 
battery/ under Lieut. Case, 
with 
us. 


We1 inarched to Libon and staid there 
for the night.' On crossing a river near 
tho town we were fired on by mi outpost 
tut quickly .put them to flight. We left 
'the next" morning at 0:30. I was in 
'charge of thi rear guard consisting ot 
two companies -and a pack train of. six- 
teen mules aiid: about 
twenty 
pack 


ponies. We ware' marching to a town 
called Polongui.: The'artillery, was just 
in front of me and while crossing through 
a river 1 heard tiring in our front. The 
battery boys got a quick move on them- 
selves and went at a gallop. I turned 
around and called to Capt. Worrick of 
Co. M that the fight was on ahead and 
to hustle up. The water made such a 
noise while wading through it that we. 
cold not hear the firing. We got on the 
other side of the river when the regi- 
mental adjutant brought orders for Co. 
51 to deploy on the right of the line and 
move across the. rice paddies. 
(I'll say 


right here "that Lieut. Fred...Cook 
o£_ 


and 700 rounds of ammunition there. 
The light lasted about one and one half 
hours. 
: We moved on after that fight- to-a 
town about one mile away called 'Gama- 
lig, and had' just gotten partly through 
when the devils got nt us again from 
trenches above the town on'some hills. 
Here we hud a nasty light of about.three- 
ouerters of an hour. We had one man 
from Co. M killed and two others were 
wounded. We don't know what damage 
we did them for after the light wo;drovc 
them from their trenches we moved on 
as we wanted to reach Legaspi before 
dark. KveiTthing went all right until 
we were within about three miles from 
Daragua, the plaee that was burned, and 
which was only three miles from Legaspi, 
when our rear guard was again attacked. 
The battery got in some fine work there 
and1 we sent a number more of those 
devils to "Kingdom Come." 


We reached Ix-gaspi at a p. m., about 


as tired a Ret of men as you ever saw 
and a hun'grv lot I assure you having 
not eat™ anything since 3:30 a. m. How 
was that for a day's record? 
Three 


sharp buttles and two skirmishes. 
marched into Legaspi with sixty-one pris- 
oners and thirty-six capturel rifles, with 
a -large amount of ammunition. Our 
men started.on that trip from here with 
140 rounds each and the battery had 
sixty-two, rounds. When we arrived at 
Lpn-iispi the battery had seventeen rounds 
left and tlic men between forty and fifty. 
You cau bet we made the lead fly and 
I think the insurgents thought so too. 


We stayed over at Lcgaspi for one day 


only and "then started on our return trip 
with belts full of 
ammunition 
again. 


While there we buried the poor fellow 
who was killed. Our return trip wnsn t 
such a warm one, the insurgents were a

Bates wi'th the 40Ui a.nd p-iu-t of my 
battalion, entered nearly at the. same 
time by different roads, while the gun 
boat willi Co. K of my battalion on 
board n.nd in tow went up uhc river to 
the town. The mo\-«mer.t w«is n very 
pretty one and I tliinlc Gen. Untes is en- 
titled .to considerable credit for the way 
in which it was handled. Nueva Caccrc.- 
is 11 fine Spanish town, but within tin- 
last two years occupied by the Filipinos, 
who had driven the Spaniards out. The 
town itself, was entirely deserted by tin1 


inhabitants, but the beautiful convent 
church and college were still occupied 
by tire nuns and pupils, 
who 
were 


mighty glnd to see us, as the insurgents 
•had tihrcnitcned 'to burn the plocc. Wr 
rested there for two days. 


On the .afternoon of the 24th of Febru- 


ary I suddenly received orders to hfl-ve 
three companies of my .battalion

ready to/accompany fhrcc of-Uie first 
for a night's march. We left Nuevn 
Oaceres n't 8 o'clock p. m. and marched 
south, -w<iding rivers iv.here 'the 
had been burned" by the insurgents.

•In Mii.s part of the country it is not 
safe to go any distance without your 
gun ready. These bolo-men jump

Imagine 
yourself riding along a nice widf road 
with fine level fields on one side nnd 
mountains on the other and suddenly 
cot'a volley that seemed to wme from 
the skies. "You can hot we denloyed 
michtv quick and gave those fellows 
some 'lend. The battery went into ac- 
tion and we drove them out nft*r a tew 
shells were fired.

Our entire force'deployed (487 men) and 
surrounded the hills as nearly as possi- 
ble and advanced for an attack. 'The 
enemy had the range very accurate ami 
the millets cut the ground all around us. 
One struck right at the side of my 
foot and T heard tlic »ong of a number 
more. Well, we mo^ed on the hills so 
fast and'kent pourine in lend by the 
bushel beinc most nbly assisted liv tho 
two pins of the battery- We "unllv si- 
lenced their fire, and our'men went UP 
the hills after the niggers. It was awful 
hot-and I. have taken more than one 
drink of water from n dirty ditch. We 
found clepiint trenches and' works on the 
top nf the hill. Tho "niggers" were sur- 
rounded so quickly that they could n t 
nil ei>t. nway and we rounded up four- 
teen amigos." 
One of the men thumped 


one over the heiid with his pun and they 
immediately" fpuncf their rifles and ammu- 
nition and'turned them over. We cap- 
tured fourteen in>urgojit«, fourteen riflt* 


tli rough to Xeuva Caceres . 
4flcr one more little skirmish we arrived 
in- JPolangui and' stayed there until 4 a. 
m., when we resumed'our tramp for this 
place.

Our nine days''trip resulted m as fol- 


lows: Four lively'little battles of from 
one to- ^threc hojn-sT.:.duration^and.-.fiT»' 
starp -skirmishes, the killing of abou., 
sixty insurgents and capturing 101 pris- 
oners and 37 rifles, and a large amount 
of ammunition. 


Our colonel handled that trip in com- 


mendable shape. He is a gallant ollicer, 
strict but just, and is very popular with 
both oCicers and men. His experience in 
the army in Indian wars makes him just 
the kind of a man for this work and I 
hope he will get a" promotion for the 
work he is doing down here. He is al- 
ways in front and takes his chances with 
the rest. He is a major in the regular 
Army. of-.thR.4tli cavalry,and his-namc is.

There are many smart people and edu- 
cated ones nmo'ng the Filipinos, but the 
trouble is they arc too smart and m 
mv mind if the" power of government was 
2-i'vcn in their bands after this war was 
over it. would be only a short time be- 
fore they would have another insurrec- 
tion on ' The politicians would want n'.l 
the money nnrl I believe they would be 
more severe on the ignorant class than 
:hc Spaniards. 


This is a beautiful country and if * 


peaceable class of people with the Ynnkce 
ingenuity livch here it could be made a 
paradise" There are lots of chances to 
make money over hero for business men.

all over the island.

Not 
being near any place to upend money .we 
take enough, cash to buy provisions with 
for a couple of months and' the1 balance 
in a paymaster's check. Down here, wo 
change all our money In Mexican dobies, 
getting two for one. Any one who wanti 
Bryan and free silver ought to be '««nt 
over here for about a month and they 
would be cured of both. 


My battalion headquarters in Irigt, 


are "in a very pretty place. I hare *, 
Spanish villa alongside of a hill 
coffered 


with palms and cocoanut trees and there 
is a fine spring.that furnishes water for 
most, of the regiment. In the yard the 
former owner had made a nice stone 
swimming pool in which the men b*the, 
while the officers have a bath houie.to 
themselves. Altogether it Is the nlcert 
place in this town for quarters, although 
there were a number of fine places here 
before they were burned by the in«ui- 
gents. 


About the third night this place •*•* 


occupied by the regiment, the m»urgent« 
commenced to set fire to the town. -It 
was impossible to tell who did it because. 
the devils would como in as "amigos" 
and slip in a deserted house, set it afire 
and get out before discovered. We put 
out the fire /the 
first 
night 
after 


thirty or forty houses burned by pulling 
some down, but the next day they »t»rt- 
ed it again and a couple were shot while 
several were captured and sent to Ca- 
Cere.s. If I had my way I would h*.ve 
had every one of them shot or hung. Al- 
tocether'they burned about seventyfl.v« 
liolises.

I sec by the Evening Wisconsin, dttei 


February 8, that the 1st Batt. of the 46th 
was engaged in a fight at Nnic and it* 
major and a captain wounded and *, 
sergeant killed. That is a roiflUke. I 
occupied the town of Naic about.J»mi- 
a'rv, "12 with my battalion and had no 
figha therci but'expected one on entering. 
the town. I found eight companies of 
the 40th 'arid llth cavalry there under 
Lieut.-Col. Hays, who had taken the 
town the day" before after. a fight in. 
which he lost a man killed and two 
wounded, and the niggers, twenty-seren 
killed.. 


On the 6th of February I was on my 


way back from Limera and Taal ajid had 
no-fight that day. The dispatch mu«t 
have meant my first day's fight after I 
left Xaic for Limera and ha,d one-mm 
of Co. K shot through the arm, in 'the 
canyon. So far we have 
no . officer* 


\voiinded. I see by the papers th»t ar- 
rived yesterday, tke first I have M«o in 
a.-month, that the bubonic plague i».rag- 
in" gin Honolulu" and reported ai being 
in Manila. So far, the Manila papers- 
received yesterday say the plagnfc ia 
stamped out. • 


We are all very well here. Occasion- 


ally a man has a touch of malaria or 
slight dysentery or something of that 
kind. Our regiment has lost but five 
men to my knowledge so far; two killed 
in battle, one drowned and two who 
died in the hopsital. We have had seri- 
al wounded, though. 


Dunne my last "hike". I, or we, cap- 


tured two battle flags of the insurgent* 
and I have both of them. One is tfeput 
nine1 feet'-long and three feet wide,, tie 
other four ieet long and two feet wide, 
decorated with the moon and stars, on 
the, white triangle. I wish I could send 
them honic. 'Well, I don't know;,but 
what I'have written enough "hash jand 
will have to close. Pens, or rather ink, 
is verv scarce in this part of the country, 
so you .will have to excuse pencils.

ANOTHER 
OREGON COMPARISON". 


St. Paul Pioneer Press: The extent of 


the. change in political sentiment that 
has come over Oregon in the last few 
years was not wholly revealed in. the 
comparison we made yesterday of the 
result of this year's election with that 
of 1898.

which Is attracting a great deal of at- 
tention at the present time Is the Aus- 
tralian saltbush, of which Dr. P. B. 
Kennedy, the government expert in 
charge of experimental work with 
grass and forage plants, says: 


It is a rapid growing, much branched 


perennial, which forms a dense mat 
over the ground to the thickness of 
from one to two feet. The leaves are 
small, about an Inch long, and coarse- 
ly toothed along the margins. 
In a 


few weeks oue plant will spread from 
four to five feet. Tho hard, somewhat 
pulpy fruits are produced In abundance 
Throughout the season. 
They differ 


from many of the other saltbuehes In 
not having the seed surrounded by a 
large, light, fibrous covering, but have 
merely a very thin coating of pulp, 
which is tinged with red at maturity 
and dries out as soon as they tall from 
the plant. 


On. the poorest and most stubborn 


arid soil, so impregnated with alkali 
that no other useful plant will grow, 
this saltbuKh has been known to flour- 
ish. It seems to have a remarkable 
number of virtues, Including great 
frost resistance, palatnbility, heavy 
yield, sand binding qualities, and the 
habit of spreading .freely.. Sheep are 
especially fond of this saltbush, and 
hogs eat it freely. A mixture of three 
parts of this forage with one part of 
common hay is readily catey by horses 
and cattle. It is probable that under 
favorable conditions about 20 tons of 
green feed or five tons of cured forage 
could be produced from one acre. The 
introduction of this plaut to owners oC 
waste alkali lands has certainly been a 
great achievement. As it hns almost 
the same nutritive rntio as alfalfa, it 
would scorn that It'-mnst have1 nearly 
as high a feeding 'va'-lue.;'

POINTS IN IRRIGATION. 


Wtir-n nnd HOTT to Apply Wnter'to 


VnrfonK Crop". 


Growing crops should not bo allowed 


to stand In watc:- fin: any grwir ' 
of time: If is thought best to 
water only when needed nnd then : 
sufficient amount should be applied iu 
the shortest possible time. This al- 
lows the ground to quickly regain its 
normal temperature and condition and 
the plants resume growth with renew- 
ed vigor. An amount of water that 
would' form a layer four Inches deep 
over the entire field Is sufficient for an 
Irrigation of a meadow. 


One meadow was visited where a 


large amount of water was made to 
bring about a beneficial effect. Much 
of the best meadow hind, had previous- 
ly been so extensively covered with 
bowlders of various sizes as to prevent 
any haying operations. By skillfully Ir- 
rigating it the force of their own spe- 
cific grav'lty had caused them to sink 
beneath the surface, leaving the mead- 
ow smooth and in line condition. Had 
the soil been different, however, It Is. 
likely Injurious effects would have re- 
sulted. Being a light'loam with almost 
perfect uatural drainage, It required 
more moisture than ordinary soils and 
loon regained Its normal condition aft- 
er the water was turned off. 


At higher altitudes, unless the plants

Put these In one gallon of water and 
boil 15 minutes.. There Is no danger 
of being poisoned by the fumes. This 
in equal to two pounds of the best 
paris green. Pour this liquid Into a 
stoneware jug, cork securely and plain- 
ly label It,' or It can be put Into glasM 
bottles,' reckoning one pint equal -to 
one-fourth pound'nai-is green, or iu 
that proportion.
